The Flame that never died 






A blind man on a galloping 
horse could have predicted 
that the civil unrest which saw 
serious rioting in Belfast, Lon- 
donderry & Co. Antrim 


wouldn't simply evaporate in a = = 


hail of political condemnation 
which stretched all the way to 
Downing street, for whilst Bo- 
ris promised the EU a prov- 
ince that was a haven of peace 
and tranquillity the reverse 
has proven to be the case as 
disposed and angry young 
people who have nothing to 
lose vent fury on the political 
regime and its localised en- 
forcement arm, the police ser- 
vice of NI (PSNI). 

In the wake of a major Repub- 
lican event ill disguised as a fu- 
neral and the subsequent politi- 
cal decision not to prosecute its 
participants, senior IRA figures 
who now sit in government 
there was palpable anger 
amongst loyalism, it became 
self-evident that whilst the cops 
played bad cops with young- 
sters in working class loyalist 
areas the good cops seen no 
wrong doing in what amounted 
to a paramilitary show of 
strength in republican W. Bel- 
fast. The PPS opted not to 
charge nor even properly inves- 
tigate those participating in the 
event. 

Add on the NI protocol which 
effectively is a border in the 
Irish Sea with the both Ulster 
and the Rol being jointly re- 
garded as an economic singular 
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unit and the territory of the EU, 
a masterstroke which the idiots 
in Westminster threw to Brus- 
sels as part of a shady deal 
which effectively annexed part 
of the UK in return for trade 
tariffs. 

However it is clear that neither 
party actually opened a history 
book either in relation to Irish 
history or indeed the 40 years 
of murder and mayhem which 
extended far beyond this island. 
For despite the BS of the good 
Friday agreement (another con 
job) the fact remained that mis- 
trust and age-old suspicions re- 
mained and whilst every effort 
was employed to placate the 
IRA lest it resume its genocidal 
activities the pro-British com- 
munity was not only ignored 
but subjected to new acts of be- 
trayal, areas run down whilst 
millions were poured into terri- 
tory occupied by Britain's ene- 
mies. I do not think Boris ex- 
plained this to the would-be 
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new landlords in Europe. 
As most readers will be aware 
the mainstream media works to 
forward certain narratives, nar- 
ratives often not entirely truth- 
ful, thus participants in the un- 
rest were portrayed as kids who 


_ were being controlled ignoring 
_ the fact that such events were 
, almost exclusively made up of 


young people, socially and eco- 
nomically disadvantaged who 
even the PSNI admitted weren't 
being egged on by paramilitary 
figures. 

Neither The Emblem, this au- 
thor or the British Movement 
condoned the violence essen- 
tially the root causes are un- 
addressed by the establishment 
or local government and there 
is every indication that there is 
much more to come, for after all 
if Republican processions go 
ahead without police action or 
interference then you may be 
assured that loyalist ones will 
too , violence on the streets 
serves no purpose save for the 
criminalisation of our young, 
but civil disobedience, properly 
manifested can become a major 
impediment for Boris & the EU. 

Whilst the pro republican pa- 
rade commission previously 
banned parades they simply 
didn't like and it seems that its 
dictates are likely to be ignored 
in coming months.

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Food Security and Jorian Jenks, Britain's Walther Darre" 


Since Brexit, Britain is no longer tied to the 
EU Common Agriculture Policy, so food 
production can once again be in our own 
hands. This has caused the subject of 'Food 
Security’ to be thrust to the fore. So, what is 
'Food Security’? Simply "Food security 
means that all people, at all times, have 
physical, social, and economic access to 
sufficient, safe, and nutritious food that 
meets their food preferences and dietary 
needs for an active and healthy life" (1). Not 
exactly rocket science but we have to go 
back to the 1930's and Jorian Edward For- 
wood Jenks, to find a British politician who 
actually investigated and wrote positively 
about 'Food Security’. Jenks, one of "our" 
intellectuals of yesteryear, took charge of 
the BUF's (2) Agricultural policy, with the 
aim of leading Britain to agricultural autar- 
ky (3). 


Jorian Jenks, born Oxford 1899, was an 
English farmer, pioneer environmentalist, a 
founder of the Soil Association, "one of the 
most dominant figures in the development 
of the organic movement" (4) and, regarded 
by many, as a principal architect of the 
Green Movement in Britain. Educated at 
Harper Adams Agricultural College and Bal- 
liol College, Oxford, in the 1920's Jenks 
took over his own farm in Angmering, West 
Sussex. Unfortunately, he was forced to give 
up farming due to the slump in agricultural 
prices and his own chronic asthma. From 
this point on Jenks was forced to rely on 
writing as his only source of income (5). 


As BUF Agricultural advisor, Jenks called 
for import controls, the establishment of an 
Agricultural Land Bank in order to make 
farm debt more manageable, as well as an 
Agricultural Corporation to fix prices and fit 
in with the BUF corporatist economic poli- 
cy. Landowners who were seen to be misus- 
ing their land would also be subject to com- 
pulsory purchase, with a Volunteer Land Ar- 
my established to restore the reclaimed ter- 
ritory. Though Jenks’ ideas were never put 
into practice, it has been argued that they 
did affect government thinking, as moves 
towards agricultural self-sufficiency became 
the cornerstone of policy in the late 1940's. 
Earlier initiatives such as the British Empire 
Economic Conference and the Import Du- 


ties Act 1932 also borrowed from Jenks’ 
protectionist vision (6). Similarly, the De- 
fence Regulations included DR49 which al- 
lowed for compulsory land purchase, whilst 
the Agriculture Act 1947 allowed for price- 
fixing as Jenks had suggested (6). 

Arrested and imprisoned under Defence 
Regulations 18B, Jenks was released in 
1941 and became a tenant farmer in Sea- 
ford, East Sussex. After the war he sought to 
build a ‘spiritual ecologism' "that would 
bond man and soil", and, at Rolf Gardiners' 
suggestion, he exchanged ideas with former 
NSDAP Agriculture Minister Walther Dar- 
ré, who continued to write on the themes of 
‘blood and soil’. Though the organic move- 
ment has in general moved away from his 
politics, Jenks’ influence is still felt as his 
themes of sustainability, small farming, op- 
position to the over-reliance on mechanisa- 
tion and mistrust of international food trade 
over local produce remain central. 


So, is ‘Food Security’ possible in Britain? 
The answer must be yes. Equitable climate, 
wide variety of soils and an island surround- 
ed by fish, with modern technology we can 
supply all the produce we need in abun- 
dance. What could stand in our way? Unfor- 
tunately, the "way" our Country is governed. 
The Conservatives (7) care naught about 
Britain being self-sufficient. All they want is 
to earn a quick buck as a lobbyist and squir- 
rel their ill-gotten gains away in an offshore 
bank account. If they can earn a second in- 
come advising an overseas food company, 
opening a few doors, then flooding our land 
with foreign food, forcing our Yeoman 
farmer into bankruptcy so be it. Any Tory 
worth his salt (imported of course) will have 
a pal who's a property developer and can 
buy the empty farm and its land then make 
a fortune building and selling on houses 
that no local can afford. Only our form of 
Socialism can make this potentially wonder- 
ful country an autarky, only when Interna- 
tional Finance no longer casts its malign 
shadow over our land will we be free to tru- 
ly control our own destiny. We must never 
falter in our sacred quest, for one day our 
folk will open their eyes and see we are their 
future, their only future.

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Becoming a Sharia State 
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Last month most will have seen or heard 
something about Batley Grammar School 
and a teacher that was teaching the recom- 
mended curriculum on blasphemy. He fol- 
lowed all the guidance and advised all the 
students that he would show offensive ma- 
terial and told them that they could leave 
the classroom. Then proceeded with the 
lesson. 


A couple of days later a angry group of 
Muslims gathered at the school gates de- 
manding he was sacked and the teacher al- 
so received death threats and has not re- 
turned home since.

More than 1 mil- 
lion doses of corona- 
virus vaccines have 
been administered 
in the Valencia area. 
In the town where I 
live 90- and 80-year- 
olds have been vac- 
cinated with the 
Pfizer jab, now the 
70-year-olds are also 
being vaccinated 
with it. 
Up till the 16th of 
April, Spain has 
3,396,685 cases and 
76,882 deaths.

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Migrants in The Canary Islands. 


On the 11th of 
April, 4 Migrants 
were found dead in 
a makeshift boat 
carrying 23 mi- 
grants off the coast 
of the Canary Island 
of El Hierro 19 of 
them were hospital- 
ised on Tenerife. 
The Spanish Red 
Cross said, the 
makeshift boat was 
spotted by a fishing 
vessel around 193 
kilometres to the 
south of El Hierro. 

A rescue operation 
was put under way, 
on Sunday 11th in 
the afternoon 3 heli- 
copters were used to 
air lift the injured to 
safety. Of the 23 on 
the makeshift boat 
16 were in Serious 
condition according 
to The Emergency 
Services, the four 
dead bodies arrived 
in La Restinca on 
Monday morning of 
the 12th. 

The number of 
mostly undocument- 
ed Migrants arriving 


on Spain’s Canary 
Islands last year was 
more than 5 times 
higher than in 2018 


and 2019 combined. 


The impact of Covid 
-19 on the tourism 
industries in North 
and Sub Africa 
pushed many more 
to embark on the 
Journey to reach the 
Canary Islands then 
on to Mainland 
Spain. 

The rate of cross- 
ings spiked last 
summer with 3,847 
Migrants arriving in 
the Canaries be- 
tween January Ist 
and April 11th this 
year. Last year 
23,023 Migrants ar- 
rived on the Islands 
shores, at least 850 
Migrants died or 
went missing last 
year trying to cross 
to the Islands, 47 
deaths have been 
registered so far this 
year. 

With the influx of 
Migrants to the Is- 
lands, because of in- 


creasing tensions 
between the Mi- 
grants and locals the 
authorities have 
moved the Migrants 
from tourist facili- 
ties to a new tent 
camp. Fearing de- 
portation and racist 
attacks, Migrants 
stranded on the Ca- 
naries went on hun- 
ger strike to demand 
their transfer to 
mainland Spain, 
there have also been 
reports of self- 
mutilation. 

Last week police 
fired rubber bullets 
to break up a fight at 
a Migrant camp on 
the Canaries, it hap- 
pened in Las Raices 
camp the largest on 
the Island of Tene- 
rife. Spain is still 
trying to find a solu- 
tion to stop these 
Migrants from en- 
tering on to the 
mainland. It does 
not want to become 
the gateway to Eu- 
rope for Migrants. 
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Reports from Around the World cont... 
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Melbourne has always been known to 
have a particularly violent criminal un- 
derbelly with various figures vying for 
power across the city. 

But we can now throw another violent 
entity into the mix. 


“The African Gangs “ 


The origin of these gangs can be traced 
back to the mid-2000s in Melbourne’s 
outer eastern suburbs. 

They consist of mainly Sudanese and 
Somalian youths whose parents had fled 
their own war-torn countries. 

The children of these 'refugee' parents 
have grown into angry young men, not 
content with living the Australian dream 
given to them but instead terrorising it! 


The list of nefarious activities these new 
‘Australians’ are regularly engaging in 
range from - destruction of homes that 
have been rented through air bnb to be 
used for out-of-control house parties, 
wild brawls with opposition gangs which 
have resulted in murders over their re- 
spective turfs and drug dealing to ran- 
dom car-jackings, violent home inva- 
sions and unprovoked attacks on non-

Downplaying the gang situation, the po- 
lice have previously stated that whilst 
there is an issue of African youth caus- 
ing trouble; the young of all nationali- 
ties commit crimes, and that most Afri- 
cans are law abiding.

So, no doubt, as the influx of African ar- 
rivals continues to increase, due to the 
humanitarian projects and the shifting 
stance of Australia’s immigration poli- 
cles, we can only anticipate that this 
problem will well and truly intensity.

one of payment which will 
in turn effect any benefits 
you claim. This was added 
to the list in December 
2020 after a short period 
of consultation lasting just 
three weeks in September 
2020 given how long it 
normally takes govern- 
ments to decide any action, 
they take this is a joke 
surely makes you wonder 
what is really behind this, 
it is not the welfare of the 
people that is for certain. 


You only have to look at 
some of the other deci- 
sions successive govern- 
ments have made in the 
past mass migration, de- 
struction of our heavy in- 
dustries and they gave it to 
the elderly first.

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Lockdown Lifting 


There are supposedly four steps to 
bring an end or at least the easing 
of lockdown rules and restrictions. 


Step one 8th of March Schools 
pupils and students can return to 
their places of education but with 
regular testing, and you can meet 


one person not from your house- 
hold. 


Step two 12 April All non- 
essential retail can reopen Pubs 
and restaurants open but only out- 
side in pub gardens and for out- 
door dining. But everyone who vis- 
its now must check in on the NHS’s 
Test and Trace app Groups can 
gather, but with limits: either up to 
six people or two households. Pubs 
and restaurants will initially be ex- 
empt from vaccine or test pass- 
ports that will be required for peo- 
ple attending theatres, cinemas, 
nightclubs, sports matches, and 
music festivals to show they are 
likely to be Covid-tree. 


However, government sources 1n- 
dicated ministers had not ruled out 
extending it to the hospitality sec- 
tor later in the summer, we all 
know they will extend the passport 
system to pubs and restaurants at 
some stage and then it will include 
where your places of work. 


Step three 17 May You can meet 
indoors but only in groups of six or 
two households well that is the mi- 


grants catered for two households 
that will be a lot more than the six 
will it not, but by that date they are 
hoping most people are signed up 
to the track and trace system. 


Step four June 21 Weddings, re- 
ceptions, wakes, funerals, and oth- 
er life events like Bar mitzvah s and 
christenings will be allowed to be 
attended by up to 30 people and 
larger venues can open with no 
limits on social contact.

mal as possible.” 


It is not though is it because we 
will still be wearing masks for the 
forceable future with the threat of 
being put back in lockdown when- 
ever the government of the day 
want to. My fear is they will if peo- 
ple start to protest about how the 
government are handling things.
